Teachers and Certificates. 


The supreme conrt has recently made 


a derision in a case from Monroe county 
winch will affect teachers and boards of 
education throughout the state. It has 
been the custom for years for all teachers 
in the public schools of the state to be 
examined before the county superintend- 
ent, from whom it was required they were 
to obtain a certificate before they were 
permitted to teach. The board of educa- 
tion of Waterloo, in Monroe county, pro- 
posed to employ whom they pleased, 
without paying regard to certificates. A. 
J. Kuenster, a druggist, claimed their 
action was illegal and endeavored to re- 
strain the board from paying the salaries 
to such teachers. 
The case was taken 


into the courts and the board was sus- 
tained by the circuit and appellate courts 
and now by the supreme court. 
If the 


law ie as thus interpreted, boards of edu- 
cation may employ anybody to teach, 
regardless as to whether the teacher has 
a certificate from the county superintend- 
ent.

BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 


Curlou* Formations of lee—Naturallirldg«* 


.ire Found In M»ny Riven—A Shattered 
Indian Tradition—ChjttBUStzMllea Long. 
Deep Gorgen. 


There are a few very curious things 


about British Columbia rivers. 
Every- 


body knows that they flow in the wrong 
direction while they are young. For in- 
stance, the Peace and Liard persist in 
going to the Arctic oosan, in defiance of 
tlie Rocky mountains and the laws of 
nature, while tlie Columbia, Fraser and 
Kcxitenay only consent to travel seaward 
after going in the opposite direction some 
hundreds of aiilt-s. But they also have 
vpry peculiar ways of making ice, quite 
opposite to that laid down in the text 
books. In tlie Skeena I have observed 
tlie ice in autumn to form on the river 
bed among the bowlders in globules, like 
a mass of fibb spawn, this often growing 
until tlie reef actually readies the sur- 
ftuc, but more often it breaks away in 
large pieces and floats off down rtream, 
beat ing pebbles and even bowlders for 
many miles. 


Tlicro are many natural bridges on our 


rivers aUo, In the Kicking Horse, three 
mill's below Field station, there is a rock 
bridge in a slate formation which is in- 
clined so as to present sharp edges-^very 
unpleasant to walk upon. Every observ- 
ant passenger on the Canadian Pacific 
railroad lias noticed the snow bridge on 
.he Illeoillewaet, but there are records 
jf ice bridges also. I think I have heard 
af one on the Jlomatlico river, but of the 
itickeen a marvelous story is told. There 
) a great glacier descending out of the 
ligh snowfteld to the north, and this in 
.ncient times flowed right across the 
valley, meeting a lesser ico stream from 
lie heights opposite. Tho Stickeen flowed 
under the ice in a tunnel, and at very 
ow water the passage was too small for 
t, although the water must have been 
ranked up into a lake at the spring 
'resliet. 


A SHATTERED TRADITION. 


Now, 
the Sicaue Indians of the upper 


valley used to regard this tunnel in the

There are some intellectual enipiey- 


ments which require a rery small stock 
in trade. A mathematician, for instance, 
may pursue his investigations, even into 
the higher branches of pure science,with 
rery few books. But if a man be more 
than ordinarily interested in the great 
problems of history and all that they in- 
volve and have an irrepressible hanker- 
ing to know what is being discussed In hia 
favorite subjects, he must keep himself 
n touch with the thought and discover- 
ies of others. If he be a dweller in a 
great city he has clubs and libraries, 
newspapers and periodicals, books and 
maps, almost at his elbow, to say noth- 
ing of the living men whom he may con- 
sult with at any hour. 


But if he be a dweller in the wilder-

Such a man may be 
considered a fortunate one who can pay 
the reckoning by the profits of his ou n 
goosequill.—Augustus Jessup in Con- 
temporary Review.
